Changeover of end Carlos Lilly- 
white to halfback took this ob- 


server back to the 1942 season’ 


when Coach Bill Cook did just 
about the same thing with his Co- 
Captain Paul Cleary. 

Cleary made the change in fine 
"style, and Lillywhite’s perform- 
ance against Fullerton was noth- 
ing short of sensational,. fact is, 
it looked as though he had been 
playing halfback all his life. 

Thomas Steals Three 

Especially gratifying was -the 
performance of Lloyd Thomas 
who intercepted three Fullerton 
passes. Thomas was the victim as 
you well know, in the George Bin- 
der _twelfth-man-on-the-field-act. 

Despite the fact Co-Captain Jack 
Hood missed over half the season 
due to injuries, he ran through 
the Hornet team like a run-away 
express, tearing off huge chunks 
of yardage until an old ankle in- 
jury was aggravated in the second 
period. Until injured, the Hood 
and John Fouch combination was 
virtually unstoppable. 

Getting to Fouch, nothing can 
be said about him that already 
hasn’t been said, he is a truly great 
back. Fouch runs hard and is dur- 
able, a great asset in the game of 


. football. He ran for 95 yards in 


23 carries, raising his  season’s 
ground gaining total to 1181 yards 
in 153 attempts, an’ average of 
7.07 yards per carry. 

In addition, Fouch completed 9 
out of 18 passes for 119 yards, 
giving him a record of 26 com- 
pletions in 67 tries and 409 yards 
for the season. His total offense 
record for the season is 1590 
yards. Quadruple-threat John also 
is a fine kicker, he kept the Hor- 
nets forever in the hole with his 
uncanny out of bounds booting 
and played his usual consistent 
game on defense. , 

Line Too Good For Hornets 

John Ward’s great line was 
probably the deciding factor how- 
ever, they completely outcharged 
the lighter Hornet forwards 
were in the driver’s seat throlgh- 
out.
